The towing services will be
provided for various types of vehicles and equipment including sedans, police cars and motorcycles, fire trucks,
ambulances, dump trucks, garbage trucks, light, medium and heavy duty trucks, and truck-mounted aerial devices.

The Contractor will be available 24-hours per day, 365 days per year. The Contractor will tow the unit to a City Fleet
Service Center or, if requested, to a specialized repair facility.

An evaluation team with expertise in this area evaluated the offers and scored Aus-Tex Towing and Recovery LLC as
the best to provide these services based on vendor’s towing equipment, ability to perform the services, personnel
qualifications, total evaluated cost, and local business presence.
